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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Couet et al., 
U.S. 5,551,344. 

Regarding claim 18, Couet et al. discloses filling at least a portion of the wellbore with a 
wellbore fluid selected for controlling a dynamic pressure transient (col. 3, lines 15-20) upon and 
after detonation of the perforating tool; and perforating a wellbore by detonating a perforating 
tool (col. 3, lines 30-35). 

As to claims 19 and 20, Couet et al. discloses the fluid being incompressible (col. 3, lines 
5-13; the liquid column) and a compressible fluid (col. 3, lines 5-13; the gas). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest all the claimed subject matter 
including selecting a dynamic pressure transient profile that facilitates creating fluid 
communication between a wellbore and the formation; selecting a wellbore fluid based on the 
formation characteristics and selected perforating tool characteristics to acquire the selected 
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dynamic pressure transient profiled selected, and performing a perforation operation based on 
the selected perforating tool and wellbore fluid.
